the bandit pulled a pistol 
from his pocket and forced 
(he manager to turn over 
all of (he cash in the safe. 
He then made his escape 
in a car parked in the 
store's parking lot.

Thompson was able to 
jot down the license num­

ber of the car as it left and 
turned it over to police 
when they "arrived minutes 
later.

Vehicle had been report­ 
ed stolen Thursday in Los 
Angeles.

Getaway car was found 
later by Redondo Beach 
police parked on Pacific 
coast Highway. Witnesses 
on the scene reported that 
the suspect had parked the 
car at that spot, hailed a 
taxi which took him into

downtown Redondo Beach.
Police and market'offi­ 

cials have refused to dis­ 
close the exact amount of 
cash taken in the robbery 
but unofficial estimates 
place the amount at be­ 
tween $13.000 and $15,000.
Abandoned automo­ 

bile has been impounded 
and will be turned over to 
the crime lab in a search 
for fingerprints or duel 
that might reveal the iden­ 
tity of the bandit.
